But for to diſcouer ſomewhat better their errors and abuſes, The linne 
how ſhall the Doors of che Romiſh Church be able , to excuſe « yy 
 themſelues before God, ſeeing they turne not onely the people PP 
from the true worſhipping of God , but commaund them alſo to 
worſhip creatutes,andtake their recourſe to Saints and Sainteſles, 
to be mediators betweene God and them in all their neceflicies 
and defets. A doftrine flatte contrarie to the holy Scriptures: for 
. examine the holy Sctipture from leafe to leafe , from the begin- 
ning to the end,you ſhall finde no commaundement to do it, nor 
promiſe, norexample of any that haue done it,neither in the olde 
nor new Teſtament,as thoſe of the Romiſh Church do , who be- 
ing infected with plague, take their recourſe with prayer to Saint 
Ararew , or to Saint Rocquis , being in tempeſt in feare of Ship- 
wracke , they take recourſe to Saint N*cbalas, or Saint Clemens, 
and fo foorth,according to the diſeaſes or euils which come vp- 
on them. And isnotthis it that the Seripture condemnglhowing 
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The Prophet Dawidin his 18.Pſalme yerle,2.faith: The Lordis 
ey rocks and my fortreſſe, and he that delenereth me , my God and my 


flrength : in him will I cruſt ,vy ſhielde, the borne alſo of my ſaluation, © 


and my refuge. And inthe 3.Pſalme,verſe.5, I layde me downe and 
ſlept,and roſe up againe, for the Lord ſuſtamed we. I will not be afraide 
for ten thouſand of the people . Beſides theſe are yet innumerable 
places of Scripture propounded vnto ys, to demonſtrate,that we 


muſt nor truſt ypon the might and arme of man,nor looke for any 


helpe of creatures , but that we muſt take our courſe ynto God 
onely,who can, doth, and will, deliuervs from all euils, 

But is not this an impudencie (fay they) and too great a bold. 
neſſe,to appeare ſo before God, without crauing firſt the meanes 
or interceſſion of ſome Saint ? I would faine that they ſhould 
anſwer me whether it be preſumption or boldneſle to 6 eb vnto 
God,and to follow his commaundement: I thinke not that they 
be ſo impudent, but they mult confeſle ſomuch . Conſidering 
then that we haue this commaundement inthe holy Scripture, 
that in all neceſſities we muſt take our refuge to God with a true 
and lively faith, and with a ſure and yndoubted affurance to ob- 
taine that which we pray for at his hands, as clearely is written in 
the 50.Plalme ofthe Prophet Dauid verlc.1
